GUARDING THE JAIL. 


OHIO AGO, Nov. 11.—On the street 
night and day armed policemen paced 
their beats. All who had no business 
in the neighborhood were promptly or- 
dered to "move on;" if they did not they 
were assiBted. 


The jail proper occupies the Illinois 
street front of the building, while the 
part used by the criminal court fronts on 
Michigan street. On the latter front is 
the main entrance, through which all 
who enter must pass. This opening is 
guarded by a heavy double iron door, 
which IS kept closed and fastened by a 
padlock and chain, 
Immediately with- 
in the doors are two trusty policemen, 


breakfasts in a large new clothes basket 
with linen and table ware bright and .

PBKPARIKG FOB THE EXECtTTION, 
| 


Active preparations for the execution i 
began at 8 o'clock. 
When Chief Bailiff i 
Capill arrived at the jail, he assigned the 
deputy sheriffs to their various positions 
during the event. At 9:10 this morning 
Chief Deputy Gleason arrived with the 
fatal documents authorizing the execu- 
tion. 
Writing 
materials were fur- 
nished Spies, Parsons, and Fischer, 
who immediately set about 


PBEPABING STATEMENTS. 


Eagle made no request for pen or paper, 
but sat steadily on his bed looking at 
the opposite wall of his ceil. 
The cler- 
gyman, Dr. Balton, arrived at 8 o'clock, 
passed around into the north corridor 
and from the galleries overlooking the 
scaffold, took a view of that grim 
structure. 
Then he 
returned, 
and 
passed nervously backward and for- 
ward in front of the cells containing the 
fated four anarchists. 
They had all 
shown indifference to Dr. Balton and 
did not talk with him. 


MRS. PARSONS ARBEBTEI». 


Within a few minutes of 9 a message 
came from Mrs. ParsoLS, through the 
bailiff, applying at the jail for admis- 
sion. The request was sternly refused. 
Outside the jail everything has been 
quiet. No one without a pass is allowed 
within a block of the building. 
Strong 
bodies of police, armed with Winchester 
rifles, guard every approach, keep the 
croi?d moving and perfect order pre- 
vails. 


A little ripple of excitement occurred 
at 9:30 when Mrs. Parsons and Mrs. 
Holmes went up to the police lines and 
demanded admission. 
They were re- 
fused and requested to move on. 
They 
declined, and becoming violent in talk

The voice from the outside responds, 
then the padlock opens, the chain rat- 
tles, doors slide apart a few inches, and 
a survey is made by guards of the per- 
sons applying for admissioTJ. If his cre- 
dentials are satisfactory the doors are 
opened sufficiently for him to pass in. 
Inside, other

bearing rifles, 
move about over the tile floor and at the 
head of the wide stairway, leading to the 
upper floor, the muzzle of a loaded rifle 
in the hands of an officer projects over 
the steps. 


The court rooms above are occupied 
by several companies of policemen, with 
a whole arsenel of weapons and ammu- 
nition. On the roof are numerous sen- 
tries ready to open fire on any suspicious 
looking individuals who may approach 
on surrounding roofs. 


Between 3 and 4 o'clock a wagon 
drove up and

one for Spies, one for Engle, one for 
Fischer and one for Parsons. It was 
fifteen minutes to 7 when Engle awoke. 
Within ten minutes the three doomed 
companions opened their eyes. They 
tumbled out of their cots and hastily 
dressed themselves. 
No conversation 
took place between the anarchists and 
their guards. 
Bpies and Parsons bade 
them good-bye, and in a few minutes 
the deputies emerged from the cell 
room. They were relieved by others.

All the anarchists died of strangula- 
tion. None of their necks were broken. 


The bodies of all looked natural. The 
coffin lids were quickly screwed down, 
and paper tabs were pasted on each for 
identification. 


Engle's and Lingg's remains were 
taken to 286 Milwaukee avenue. 
Fisch- 
er's wife claimed his; Mrs. Spies took 
August's, and Mrs. Parsons received 
that of her husband.

At 1:20 the coffin in which lay the 
body of Parsons was carried out of the 
ail and taken to the home of the widow. 


The conduct of the men on the scaf- 
fold was not remarkable.

Spies was quietly self-composed^ 
Fischer showed bravado.
